ALBERTA’S PROGRESS. 


A correspondent to he Winnjpeg 
Tribune writes up the |. & _E. towns 
in this fashion; 


The change that has taken place 
along the line of the Calgary and Kd- 
monton railway during the past year 
and a halfismarvel/ous. Old towns 
have been endowed with new life while 
new ones have sprung into existence. 
An era of rapid development has sure- 
ly struck Northern Alberia. 

There is nothing of the pioneer 
appearance about Calgary. lt is the 
inosuU isupsigntinily consqructied and 
bandsomest town in Western Cana- 
day The ‘business portion is tony- 
pletely built. The banks, hotels and 
metcantile blocks are largely sand- 
sione fronts, many of them possess- 
ing much architectural beauty. sage 
Main street would be a credit to a 
town twenty times the size. The resi- 
dents appear to have unlimited con- 
fidence in the future of their little 
city and express their faith in a very 
forciple manner by erecting costly, 
substantial buildings such as no other 
place in .Cjanada of like size qan 
boast. This characteristic and the en- 
ergy of her people may enable Cal- 
gary to retain her presant lead in 
her race for pre-eminence against 
Himontovs notwithsignding the jat- 
ter’s apparent naturai advantages 
of location and resources, 

For the first forty miles north from 
Calgpry till Carstairs is raached, 
the country seems to be devoted en- 
tirely to ranching, is thinly settled 
and has no towns. Carstairs, now a 
thriving village, had no existence a 


little over a year ago. It is still 
a small place, but is moving along 
nicely tof befteirr days, Nex't fcotness 


Didsbury, a considerably larger place 
that bas also risen within the same 
period. Olds has easily . doubled in 
6ize within a year. «-Lt has hoiels, 
churches, schools, public hall, numer- 
ous stores, etc. 

Innisfail is nearly at .a standstill, 
showing least signs of progress along 
the line, but as the surrounding coun- 
try is good and is securing its fair 
share of immigration, the siagnation 
of the town must be due to local 
causes. 

Red Deer is growing rapidly in size 
and importince, but ihe business 
portion of the towa is not keeping 
pace with the residential or with the 
development of the adjacent district. 
Afi a rule the *usiness establisi:menis 
are inferior to those in neighlboring 
towns of like extent, while severa! 
staple lines appear to he inadequaie- 
ly represented. A new bank building 
is being erected of Calgary stone, 
which will be a credit and ornament 
to the town. Red Deer is the half- 
way point where all trains stop for 
diner. There are two excellent 
hotels, one at least of which, the 
Arlington, cannot be excelled in the 
N. W. Territories for home lke coim- 


fert aud palatable cooking. Coal is 
abundynt a short distance uist- 
ward to which a, rsilroad is  pro- 
jected. 


Lacombe has taken a fresh stari 
and is putting oa oew cloches in the 


form of fine residences, business 
blocks, churches, etc., Lacombe 
seems delermined to win back from 
Wetaskiwin the honor of being ihe 
best town between Calgary and Ed- 
monton. 

Ponoka, which contained only a 


few houses in the sprivg of 1906, has 
passed by some of its older rivals. If 
the same rate of progress is main- 
tained for another year or so it will 
make both Lacombe and Wetaskiwin 
look sherp for tbeir laurels. 

Wetaskiwin, which for several years 
has been considered the best Lawn 
along the line, has managed to kevp 
at the head of the procession theug4 
pushed hard to hold the lead. Ii is 
quite city- like iu appearance, hav, 
ing larger aud more imposing busi- 
ness houses than its neighbors. 

Ledue like Innisfail is taking a rest 
but no doubt will soon. follow the ex- 
ample of Olds and Lacombe and make 
a fresh start on ihe road to prosper- 


ity. 
Edmonton is making satisfacvory 
progress so far as building operations 


and increase of population ara con- 
cerned, ‘hut the structures are not 
of the same costly and permanent 
character as those of Calgary. With 
the advent of the Canadian Northern 
railway within a year or two at 
farihest, and iis extension westward 
to the coast, Hdmonton will no doubt 
receive an impetus that will push it 
rapidly forward. Then wili set in a 
friendly rivalry between the two ‘ter- 
minal points—Edmonton and. Calgary 
which is to be the great eity of the 
“far west.” {Unidoulbtedly, both will 
become important centres of trade, 
but one only will become a post 
commercial city, possibly rivals

IRELAND THROUGH CANADIAN EYES. 


W. Fielders, who is visiting Ireland 
on bis wiy to South Africa, writes a 


most enter.aining letter from the 
Edinburgh Hotel, Dublin, uader date 


of December 19th. Although ihe let- 
ter was not wri‘ea for pubhcation, 
the Bulletin takes the iiberty of pro- 
ducing il, as it deals with interesting 
subjects from the point of view of one 
whose point of view we kwow, and can 
understacd. Mr. Vielders says; 

“Most of the places I have seen, and 
they are really tine. Queeastown har- 
bor is ene of the finest sighis to be 
seen anywhere, 2nd the scenery of the 
river Lee, to Cork, ‘s beautiful. Cork 
is a fine city. Sirong Cacholic. About 
85,000 people. 

“Dublin is much finer, and has about 
265,000 people. It is also Catholic, and 
oue of the best ciiies in Ireland, with 


ihe river Liffey running through it, 
and several canals, also. Phoenix 
park, eight miles around, is one of 
the finest. I saw more species of 
ducks here than in all my life togeth- 
er. Also many oiher birds. A free 
park, All here are. Sackville is the 
widest street of the city. Four dif- 


ferent tracks for electric trams on it; 
wiih the frish jauniing car every- 
where. They are fine to ride on. 

“Stayed in Limerick three days. A 
fine city too. The Sharon runs 
through it. Also canals. Saw the 
treaty sione of Cromwell, | (broken 
right after) and the remains of the old 
walls of Limerick, 36 feet. thick. J 
don’t wonder that Snarsfield heid out 
so long agiinst Orange Billy, as they 
say even the womev mounted the 
walls. 

“The cld round towers are the won- 
der to me. Walls nine to iwelve feet 
thick and entrance by a ladder about 
twelve feet up. Narrow slits for win- 
dows, aud doors, impregenble. The 
castles are built on the same plan but 
square. Without cannon whey could 
rot be carried, with resoluie men in- 
fide. 

“The lakes of Killarney are simply 
perfect and *o go through the ruins 
of Black Ross Abbey makes one think 
what men the monks must have been 
in those days. The drives are fine. 
And such roads, macadamized around 
the lakes, and ali solid stene walls 
everywhere. Americans tried to buy 
this estate and make it a limited com- 
pany summer resort, but Lord Ardi- 
faun hought it, and now it only costs 
one shilli.g entrance. ’ 

“Bantry Bay, Glengariff, and Ban 
Harbor :re «lso very tine scenery, but 
poor country. Plenty of peat. It is 
dark brown and black, in immense lay- 
ers, and the peasants slice it off. Each 
one has so much bog. Simply coal ina 
raw state, or rather not pressed. 
When good, it makes a fair fire. / 

“Not much coal is mined in Ireland. 
Mosily grazing—-pigs, sheep and cat- 
tle. Horses are ail first class, 

“Saw the single rail railway from 
Listowell to Ballybunion. Pays well. 
Does for here but no gced for America. 

“Belfasi, population 285,000. Mosi 
prosperous iu treland. Protestani. 
Great rivalry between it and Dvblin. 
Is the smartest city. Also people. But 
God help Ireland if it ever gets home 
rule, fer the north and south will fight 
like cats and dogs, and each say ithey 
will win. I have talked to hundreds of 
people cf all sorts and conditions. Each 
has his own opinion and is thpreughly 
saiisfied heis right. I have arrived ai 
the conclusion that the Irishman is a 


barn kicker, amd does not know 
what he does want, and will kick in 


heaven. or bell when he gets there 
Sure to be ap Irish party there. (Mr. 
Vielders is of Irish descent). 

“Last night I went to a reception 
tendered by the Nationalists or Unit- 
ed Icish League, to Redmond, MeHugh 
and O’Donanell, who have just return- 
ed from America. It was held at the 
Mansion House, and I was lucky 
enough to be introduced to the Lord 
Mayor Harrington, He gave me two 
ecards, so I was along with the reds. 
The crowd ovtside was something aw- 
ful, and the croans and hisse: for Joe 
Chamberlain, Dablin Castle, Wynd- 
lam, and Rosebery were ludicrous. I 
got sick laughing. At the same time 
had io restrain myself, being in the 
enemy’s camp. I honestly believe if 
given self-government they would 


fight at once, But I got out 
lighted. - ( 

“Redmond is a good speake™, Mc- 
Hugh is better, but too aggressive. 
Just come out of jail a month aga, 
O'Donnell is M. P. for Sligo, and is an 
out and out Fefiian, He says Tip 
hell with the English, and the whole 
Empire.” He is a school teacher—nice 
one too. He will teach the young ideas 
how to shopt—with a gun I think. Dil- 
lon is a fine speaker, and all have 
the brogue. Ii they go to Belfast I 
will go along. Would like to see a 
good elegant Irish scrap 

“J am studying the land quesilon, 
and think by hard work, before’ I leave, 
will know semething about it.’

“The newspaper business has many 
features in common with o.her busi. 
nesses anc its mission is not entirely 
philanthropic, if of that nature at all. 
Nevertheless, a, newspaper, toudhing 
as it does directly or indirecily, all 
enterprises, all organizations, and ail 
instituvions, must necessarily have 
some well defined mission if it can bopa 
ior success, ii it desires te be consider- 
ed either a reflector of general ideas 
or in any way 2 moulder of public opin- 
ion. ; 

“The most important mission, in my 
opinion, devolving upon a newspaper 
in Alberta is, uniting with the people 
in Calgary and the people of this dis- 
tirct, in inieresting the outside world 
in. the great resources, in drawing ai- 
tention to its beautiful climate, in 
placing before cthers conditions just 
as they are.” 

“In doing this perhaps nothing will 
be better than to run a very energetic 
up-to-date newspaper which will do 
credit to the district of Alberta and 
which will show things as they are. 
The Albertan will ve improved from 
top to btovtom, from end te end. At 
the present time the mechanical con- 
ditions are being overhauled, perhaps 
revolutionized would ve a better word 
to use. The stafi of employees is be- 
ing enlarged, aimost doubled. When 
this work is ¢oncluded a stafi of able 
writens will be secured and. additional 
news services arranged for. This will 
take some time. Rome was nov built 
in a day, nor an a newspaper reach 
the ideal in an hour. This much can 
confidentially be predicted. The read- 
ers of the Albertan of to-day will pat 
recognize the Albertan six weeks 
hence.” n 

“In the broad field of politics ihe 
Alberian will pursue the same policy. 
At present thit means giving support 
in no unfertain manner io ihe liberal 
government at Ottawa and to the pres- 
ent government of the Territories. 
The Albertan is not bound in any way 
to euter administration but as an hon- 
est exponent of public opinicn, musi 
give such support as long as, andj just 
as long as these administrations act 
tor the welfare of the j le. At pres-

WIGGINS AFTER MARCONI. 

Professor E, Stone Wiggins has aga- 
in been heard from. He says he will 
take Jegal action to upset Mr. Marca- 
ui’s patents on wireless telegruphy 
The professor alleges that Mr. Marconi 
has stolen his ideas. Prof Wigigtins 
says he announced in a Brooklyn paper 
in 1884 that the world is enveloned 
in electricity, and he planned to use 
a current of electricity, which he says 
runs east to west, to telegrapk around 
the world, using the summit of the 
Rockies as a sending station. 

The professor says, “I would have a 
current around the earth several thous- 
and feet high, aud this with ihe earth 
itself, would complete, the electric cir- 
¢le ov circuit. You. cannot telegraph 
without baving a circle. Marconi took 
advantage ofthis and other discoveries 
oi nmunetor his wireless system of t=le- 
graphy. He puts up steel wires by 
means of balloons, and with this upper 
current and earth gets his electrical 
vircuit. Mr. Marconi does not evea 
know this, for he admits that he does 
not understand how his messages are 
sent. In effect, IL ‘built ‘the rail- 
way. sod Mr. Marconi simply put on 
his engine without my leave. He musi 
not Se surprised it I ask him to pay 
at least the right of way. His asser- 
tion and that of Tesla, that ther can 
throw electric currents into empty 
space, shows that they are only ex- 
perimentalists. Mr. Marconi in i894 
‘ook the cue which I gave, that the 
earth's electricity collects on his and 
mountains, He immediately began io 
erect towers and send messages io 
thei sununits over an electric railway 
I had discovered. The patent law was 
devised to protec: the thinker and phil. 
osopher, rather than an unreaconing 
experimentalist, and to reward him for 

his years of study. In this case [iin- 
tend to assert my rights.”

CONDITIONS IN SCUTH AFRICA. 

South Africa is a‘iracting much at- 
iention from the popular belief in the 
rapid industrial advances which will 
be made when peace has been restored. 
in view of this the following letter 
from an oid correspondent of the Win- 
nipeg Tribune may prove of interest; 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Sir.—Having heard carious reports 
about the state of things in Cape 


Colony. I wish to relate a few facis 
the country, tingide, 
wakem and prpcmetys, «at present 


the whole country is under martial 
law, squads of soldiers patroi every 
street in Cape ‘Town, but business 
goes on, and the everyday lifeof a big 
city. No one is aliowed np country 
unl@ sonnetted with fhe pole 
service, therefore the seaport towns 
are appearing quite lively, for every 
steamer from England brings a large 
aumbet of immigrants, Avfan are 
mostly tradesmen, and many find 
work as soon as they arrive at’ 10 
and 15 shillings 2 day, others joim 
the police service, in order to reach 
inland stations, and «avoid being on 
the rocks, for though food and cloth- 
ing are at reasonabie prices, money 
changes hands very quickly. A col- 
any of Russian Jews arrived a few 
days ago on the steamer Gaul, in- 
tending ‘o get up country, they 
were stopped, and it is likely they 
will ‘be sent back again, for ?t' pres- 
emt the country ig not opemeld wp, 
and the blacks do all manual labor, 
being used to the tropical climate. 
When the war is over there is likely 
to be a great rush here, as the clim- 
ate is the best in the world, for weak 


lungs, but it is not likely te affect 
Canada for the wages are not any 
better, and will gradually lower as 


the country becomes seitled. At 
present there are three blacks ito 
every white man, but as capital is 
already in the country, there is no 
doubt that the demand for labor 
will not interfere with the Kaffirs, 
and cause another trouble. It is 
to be hoped that the country will 
be populated with Europeans as 
soon as the war is over, and{in : 
few years South Africa will be the 
Shining star of the southern skies.

MANITOBA AND THE LIQUOR PROBLEM. 


The Free Press of Jan. 3rd, is au- 
thority for ihe following; it was stat- 
ed yesterday on a very good authority 
that the Manitoba government has 
(pravlically decided the course they 
would adopt on the prohibition ques- 
tion. ; 

{t has been staied definitely from a 
source beyond ail doubt,that the probi- 
bition as intewded by Hon. Hugh John 
Macdonald, or even 4 modified form of 
it, will not be introduced inico Mani- 
toba. This was stated by an inyport- 
ant Mpnitopa minisier a counle of 
days ago to an intimate friend and the 
news leaked through. 

The government have in their recent 
cabinet meetings discussed the ma‘- 
ler very fully. As to be expected, 
there was considerable division. How- 
ever, as a definite announcement 16 
policy will have to be made in tle 
speech from the throne at the open- 
ing of the legislature, or at the best 
a few days later. the government are 
said to have reached a compromise. 

_ The statement is made that a modi- 

fied form of the Gothenburg system 
will be introduced into Manitoba. 
This system or systems upon it 
is in force in many parts of Europe. 
It gonsists of the government, in or- 
der -to discourage the selling of 
whiskey starting bars run by the 
state and uliimately to develop into 
a government monopoly. Every place 
at which beer and spirits are sold, 
tea, coffee, and all the temperance 
drinks are sold cheaper than the 
other. No man in government 
saloons is allowed to have more than 
a certain number of drinks, and 
drinking is discouraged as much as 
possible. The profits ali go to public 
parks, schools, houses for incurables, 
ete. 

Although ths details of the scheme 
are not yet worked oui, it is said, 
that the government are seriously 
considering a modification of this 
scheme. It is said that Mr. Roblin 
favors to promvte real temperance 
in a community.
